—A Fight TO Save the Town. 


Prom Monday', Daily. 


Sunday evening at about the hour when 


church services began, and while a large 
proportion of the population were in the 
temples of worship, the cry of "fire! fire!1' 
was heard in the city of Macon, and every- 
body rushed pell mell out of the churches 
to the scene of the conflagration near the 
center of the business part of the town. 
Four barns in a bunch on an alley were 
ablaze, and the citizens exerted them- 
selves successfully in preventing the gen- 
eral conflagration which was threatened. 
The barns burned were the property of 
Thomas Allinson, the widow Sherman, 
Dr. Schoolfield and William Ruby. The 
loss is estimated at 31.200 to 81,500. Dr. 
Schoqlfield had an insurance of 8100 on 
hie barn. Dr. Lee had a stallion in one 
of the barns, but he was got out without 
much difficulty. 


It is the impression that the fire was 


caused by the carelessness of some boys 
who it is believed were in one of the barns 
with matches looking for chickens. 


The Methodiat Converts. 


The cervices at the two Methodist 


churches in Deoatur on Sunday were of 
unusual interest. The hour for the fore- 
noon service at the First M. E. church 
was given up to the administration of the 
rite of baptism to 12 children, and 67 
adults who were among the converts at 
the revival held last winter. At Stapp's 
chapel 9 adults were baptised, making a 
total of 51. About 100 converts of both 
churches will be baptised by immersion 
on Tuesday afternoon, Aug. 14, at a point 
near the water works dam. Kev. J. P. 
Dimmitt and Kev, W, H. Musgrove will 
immerse the converts. On Sunday next 
all probationers who have been baptised 
will be received into full fellowship. The 
number will aggregate over 1,000.

A Hint. 


The other day the REPUBLICAN gave an

He was in the county 
jail here four days previous to the mur- 
der. It 'he had a hand in a double mur- 
der it; was committed somewhere else, as 
no such tragedy was enacted in Logan 
county, near Atlanta. The report and 
proceedings have been spread'for the pur- 
pose of lulling to dreams of security the 
ones who,cqmmitted the deed and who do 
not live far from the bloody ground. 


Decatur detectives have been quietly 


working to unravel this greatest of mod- 
ern mysteries— the apprehension of the 
fiends who killed Charles McMihon, an 
honest old farmer, and his two hired men, 
Robert Matheny and John Carlock, but 
they and all other detectives have been 
unsuccessful thus far. But the Journal 
editor seems to have a suspicion that the 
guilty parties reside near the scene of the 
murder, an opinion that has been ex- 
pressed more than once in Decatur. Some 
means ought to be devised to fasten the 
crime on the skulking murderers, and let 
the law take its course.

Prof. Moore, of 
Champaign, gave an excellent talk on 
reading in the Third and Fourth Header 
grades, illustrating the same by assuming 
the place of a teacher and that the teach- 
ers were his pupils. Prof, Wilkinson was 
a very bright pupil in the reading cites, 
and answered more than his share of the 
questions. Prof. Presooate gave the last 
of his lectures Friday evening, but hia 
theories amount to a hobby which he has 
ridden to death. He criticised Miss Ful- 
ton's method of teaching the elementary 
sounds, and presented a fossilized theory 
long ago repudiated. As teachers we ap- 
preciate Miss Fulton's well-tested rneth 
ods and will not be easily induced to try 
any other. Prof. Preecoate said that the 
reason his lectures did not take well ivas 
that he went too deep for the Macon

teachers to comprehend his 


thoughts. The expression needs no com- 
ments. The saying is in keeping with 
the man and the rest of his remarks, an 
absurdity on the face of it. The Insti- 
tute began its second week's session at 1 
o'clock p. m. Monday, and went through 
the day's work in the afternoon showing 
the ease with which the teachers handle 
their work. The Zoology class is deeply 
interested in ornithology, and teachers 
are becoming skilled in classifying birds 
from their characteristics. One of the 
teachers says, "We have no President," 
and that "Arthur ia only a vice-president, 
executing the office of President."'

but should enable us to have the most 
iuoceseful fair in the state. During this 
week E had my first look over the premi- 
im list, and see again that old stumbling 
)look- that will forever prevent the suc- 
ceea of any fair. I refer to the admission 
!ee. Why in the world wouldn't it pay 
;o send one or more of the directors of 
:he fair to some successful fair and learn 
the secret (but it is no secret) of their suc- 
cess and apply it here to the management 
of our fair? For their method has oer- 
;aiuly proven a failure, and the indica- 
ions are that it will be much more so 
unless the management change their 
laeties. It seems to me a fair must have 
;he patronage of the masses to be a suc- 
cess, and where there are 100 people that 
can and will pay SI, there are 500 that 
will pay 50 cents and 2,000 that will pay 
25 cents, and 5,000 that will pay 20 cents. 
I say, Mr. Editor, let us have the 5,000. 
Let them place the admission fee at 20c, 
and farmers' family tickets at 31 for the 
season, and if some farmer should bring 
iwo or three children from some other 
!amily don'tsqueal and order them outside 
the gate, but open the gate wider and say 
"All right, boys, come in; we'll have lots 
of sport anyway, come iu." Have the 
taokmen to know that nil who advertise 
on their conveyances ''10 cents to the fair 
ground" will be entered free, and nil who 
io not can stay outside. The crowd will 
surely come, and when there see to their 
comfort. Spend 810, $20, SCO or 8100, if 
necessary, to keep down the dust, aud 
Whatever else may be necessary for the 
comfort of the crowd. It will be appre- 
ciated. The success of our fair is of great 
interest to every business man in Ueca- 
tur, and I am satisfied that it this plan be 
adopted there are enough business men 
of the city who will subscribe enough to 
make up all deficiencies in the payment 
of premiums and expenses. This would 
only be necessary the first season, for 
after that there can be no doubts the fair 
would be self-sustaining. We have the 
evidence of the wonderful success of fairs 
run on this plan, We would have at 
this fair a grand social gathering of the 
farmers of Macon and surrounding couu- 
tiee, and ia a few years show up the best 
fair in the state. I have eaid it is not too 
late yet. Let the committee of arrange- 
ments advertise extensively: "Entrance 
fee 20 cents for all over 12 years of age; 
under 12 year?, free. Farmers' tickets, 
$1 for the fair, vehicles free." The pre- 
mium list is good enough, we want the 
crowd now, and we can have it if the 
management will permit it to come. Let 
them call on every business man in De- 
catur, and my word for it, the citizens 
who subscribed $20,000 to locate the state 
fair here, will subscribe to see them 
through.

1 EDS. KEPUBLICA'N: — During 
the 


week past there has been a greal 
'deal of rain in this vicinity, but not 
BO very much right in this part oj 
the country until yesterday, when 
heavy rain fell here for nearly 12 
hours continuously, but it cleared up 
just before noon to-day, but now the 
streets in the city are dry, and on 
high land it is dry enough to work. 
One peculiarity of Florida I have 
never written about, and that is its 
pureneas of the atmosphere and 
keeping of meats, vegetables, etc., 
similar to California. 
Meat, fish and 


the like, can be preserved for a good 
length of time without salt or ice. 
In the hottest days of the summer 
the butchers do not make any use of 
ice boxes or refrigerators, and leave 
meat hanging on the hooks in their 
markets over Sunday, and I have 
not tasted or seen a piece of tainted 
meat or fish since I have been here, 
neither are you bothered with green 
flies or anything of that kind. 


I have not in any of my letters 


said anything of some of the im 
mense orange crops so far as to give 
figures. 
Mr. Harris has a large 


grove on Orange Lake, about twenty 
miles southeast of Gainesville. Last 
year he raised and shipped from the 
trees on 120 acres of land 20,000 
boxes of oranges, making 80 car 
loads of 250 boxes each. Where can 
you find 120 acres of land anywhere 
North that will raise that amount of 
produce? When you come to con- 
template the fact Florida is capable 
of producing more varieties of fruit 
•within its limits than any other state 
in the Union. In the northern part 
all kinds of fruits of the North can 
be raised successfully, and as you 
travel southward you find the tropi- 
cal and semi-tropical fruits, so that 
within its borders almost the entire 
list of fruits known can be found. 


This county will be well repreuent- 


ed at the Louisville Exposition, and 
so will many other counties make 
their own exhibit. . This county will 
show sa>/ pies of its minerals, woods, 
fruits, grains, etc. 
The cotton raised 


in this purtion of the South is cele- 
brated for its excellence, and I saw 
in the Daily Bee of this city that the 
Willimantic Thread Company pur- 
chase nearly their 
entire supply 


through the agency of H. F. Dutton 
& Co. of this city, and the first pre- 
mium for long staple at the Atlanta 
Exposition was awarded to cotton 
raised a few miles south of here, in 
Levy county. 


In time there will be need of 


ledges hore; and in fact if the atten- 
iion of farmers, vegetable raisers and 
i-uit growers was more closely called 
10 it, I think it would be found of 
much service if some good, substan- 
ial hedge plant could be found. I 
mve not seen any osage hedge here, 
rat I have beer, told it would do well 
lere. I visited the town of Fair- 
)anks, about six miles northeast of 
»ere on the railroad to Jacksonville, 
a few days since, and was shown on 
the farm of C. D. Furmau, formerly 
of Eockford, 111., a hedge of several 
rods in extent of the McCartney 
rose, a plant growing very thick on 
he ground, with strong branches, 
very thorny, so much so that a hedge 
hree years old had been turned out, 
and nothing as large as a pig four 
weeks old could get through it, and 
t was strong enough to keep out 
cattle. It bears a white rose about 
;he size of the common wild rose, 
and when well trimmed makes a 
jeautiful hedge. 
It was first intro- 


duced here about five years ago by 


O'Neal, a sister of Mrs. Fur- 
who sent to Texas for it and 


commenced with seven plants. Some 
are experimenting with the sour or- 
ange, planted where it is wanted for 
a hedge, and cultivated for that pur- 
jose, with what success yet remains 
-o be seen. 


This is a very dull month, as so 


many of the citizens are North on 
heir annual visits, but all are antic- 
pating a grand rush this Fall and 
Winter, and are commencing their 
reparations to receive them. Every 
one who has been North, or who re- 
ceive letters from there, speaks of 
he numbers who are coming to 
Tlorida this Winter for the first 
dme. I am hoping to see a goodly 
number of Illinoisans here, who will 
not only come for health, but to stay, 
and help to make this country what 
t is capable of with capital and vim 
:rom the North. 


There are some fine openings for 


Business of several kinds. I should 
iuppose a good tailor would do well 
lere as there is only one here; there 
'.s also a splendid opening for a mil 
inery store, as the proprietress of 
;he principal store died a few weeks 
ago. 
A plasterer could do splen- 


didly here, as also could several other 
;radesmen; and there is no trade 
aere that has to close up on account 
of the cold weather.

Confederate officers helplessly drunk, 
and so Washington was saved. 


ON account of the reduction of 


letter postage, which goes into effect 
Oct. 1st, the Litchfield post office 
will be reduced from the second to 
the third grade and the postmaster's 
salary decreased from 
§2,000 to 


$1700. The Carlinville post office 
•will share the same fate and move 
back again to the third grade. Hills- 
T>oro, Bunker Hill, and in fact, all 
offices of that class will be unfavora- 
bly affected by the new law. 


THAT desert region, the Llano Es 


tacado," or "Staked Plains, has been 
visited by a Kansas City scientist, 
who made the trip from Fort Worth 
to El Paao to satisfy himself of the 
presence of a great underground 
river, of which he says: 


The bead of this great under- 


ground river is traceable from the 
lino of New Mexico and the Panhan- 
dle northwest of the range of the 
Wichita mountains; the outlets are, 
first, Big Springs, on the Texas Pa- 
cific railway. I found the next out- 
let to be near Fort McKarrett, close 
to the west bank of the Colorado 
river, a short distance above Austin; 
then at or near San Antonio are two 
or more great outlets. 
At the head, 


as is mentioned above, by stepping 
the ground, the river was 300 steps 
wide, and not more than five feet 
below the surface. Here, then, is a 
sufficient volume of water to irrigate 
all that country, and make it the 
garden of the nation, as it is now the 
pasture. 


If this be true it is one of the 


great discoveries of the age, and one 
more tract will b'e reclaimed for ag- 
riculture. 


CHIOAOO Journal: There never 


were so many state elections of na- 
tional import, in an off-year, as there 
are this year. It is so in Ohio, be- 
cause that state has got into the 
habit of growing Presidential candi- 
dates, and if Hoadly is elected Gov- 
ernor he will be available. 
It is the 


same in Massachusetts, because if 
Ben Butler is re-elected Governor, 
his carrying a Republican

would give him a prominence that 
the Democrats can't overlook.

A letter to Charles Buhl irom Sao Co., 


Iowa-S5OO,OOO Damages. 


Mr. Charles BuU, of Forsyte, is in re- 


ceipt of a letter from a merchant in Iowa, 
who gives an account of the most dam- 
aging hailstorm ever known, the damage 
to crops and stock' aggregating $500,000. 
Below we give a copy of the letter: 


ODEBOLT, Sae Co , la., Aug. 8, '83. 


CHABLES KUHZ,, ESQ. :— Dear Sir : Yours 


of the 6th inst. received.* * A terrible 
wind and rain storm passed over this 
township last (Tuesday) evening at six 
o'clock. A strip of country 6 miles north, 
3 east and 8 south is totally destroyed. 
It did not reach as far north as your 
place. Two lives were lost south of town 
aud cattle and hops suffered terribly. A 
great mony farmers lose cattle and hogs. 
Corn is stripped and broken down to 
rte ground. Nothing _left but stalks 
from one to two feet high, and in some 
places there are at this time (9 a. m.) two 
feet of solid hail on the ground. Trees 
and shrubbery are totally stripped of 
leaves and bark; fences and bridges are 
down, and it is yet impossible to get re- 
ports any distance from town, but the 
loss will amount to thousands of dollars

hail, and also sections of Nebraska. A 
telegram from Des Moines IB as follows: 


A terrible hailstorm passed dpwn the 


Nishnabotnee valley last Tuesday night, 
resulting in great destruction to growing 
crops and farm property near Odebolt. 
Mrs. Larson was killed end other persons 
wounded. Hail fell to the depth of five 
feet in places. Trains on the branch ol 
the Bock Island road and the main line 
of the Milwaukee road are blockaded. 
The path of the atorm was four miles 
wide, everything being actually destroyed. 
The loss will probably exceed 3500,000.

Chicago Fifty'Years Ago. 


Fifty years ago this day Chicago 


was organized as a village, and there 
are still left a few old veterans who 
formed part of the infant community 
which then numbered some 350 souls. 
It is perhaps unnecessary to say that 
the town has grown considerably in 
the half century that has elapsed 
since the first meeting of citizens for 
organization convened in the old 
Saugamach Hotel. For miles around, 
what are now thronged thorough- 
fares, was then a moist, unpleasant 
swampy stretch of level wilderness, 
where the wolf howled and the noble 
Pofctawatomie whooped or prowled 
around the low-license saloons in 
search of whisky. There will be no 
formal celebration of the anniversa- 
ry, although it is probable that some 
of the survivors of these early days 
may meet together and talk over 
some of their reminiscences. 


Of the men who signed the call for 


the first meeting all have passed 
away, with the exception of Alanson 
Sweet, who is yet in the land of the 
living. 
The first election for Trus- 


tees was held at the bouse of Mark 
Beaubien, exactly fifty years ago to- 
day. 


At the time the boundaries of the 


village were: Commencing at the 
intersection of Jackson and Jefferson 
streets, thence north on Jefferson to 
Ohio, thence east on Ohio to the 
lake, thence south along the lake to 
the middle of the river, thence up to 
State street, thence south along State 
to Jackson street, thence west to the 
place of beginning, comprising about 
seven-eighths of a mile square. The 
reason why the jog was made from 
the mouth of the river up to State 
street was because it was a military 
reservation up State to Madison st., 
and thence to the lake, and south of 
that to Twelfth street, canal land not 
taxable, and thare were no buildings 
upon it.—Chicago Journal, Aug. 10. 


EXCESSIVE speculation is a damage 


to the general business of the coun- 
try. 
The opposite theory of this 


belief is that general trade suffers 
little, because the winnings of one 
party of gamblers are paid by the 
losses of another party. The Chicago 
News in discussing the question, says: 
"The fact is great operators cannot 
exist, nor can great speculative ope- 
rations be carried on without the 
"lambs." 
And in speculations the 


"lambs" are the whole body of agri- 
culturists, manufaoturists and trad- 
ers. 
A large proportion of the mill-i 


ions which operators gain come from 
the losses of these classes; while, if 
it be true that there is no wealth 
without labor, the winnings of the 
great speculators must represent the 
losses of producers and consumers 
alike. 


It is now asserted by Boston finan- 


ciers that at least one of the shoe and 
leather firms which have suspended 
there were some time since largely 
interested in Mexican & Southwest- 
ern railroad bonds. In other words, 
they had taken speculative ventures 
in State and Wall streets which 
proved a greater load than they could 
carry. 


Now, 
if this charge be true, it will 


easily be seen how the disastrous 
outcome of uncommercial and specu- 
lative ventures may deeply injure any 
regular industry or trade. But if 
business embarrassments which are 
traceable to unsatisfactory stock spec- 
ulations thus involve millions of 
dollars embarked in legitimate and 
remunerative trade, it can hardly be 
maintained that such trade suffers 
little 'because the winnings of one 
set of gamblers are paid by the los- 
ings of another. 


The fact is the purely "speculative 


classes can scarcely be said to be 
purchasers in any sense. 
At the 


same time they are like professional 
gamblers who prey upon the public, 
while without that public to suck 
blood from they would be without 
occupation and without sustenance. 


THE Postoffiee Department is now 


about ready to begin to print the new 
postage stamps, and is busily engag- 
ed in correspondence with postmas- 
ters on matters connected with the 
change of stamps. 
The two-cent 


stamp is engraved and can be struck 
off. 
The design for the four, or 


double, 
stamp was approved by 


Assistant Postmaster-General Hazen 
yesterday. 
The new five and six 


cent stamps, and those of higher de- 
nomination, are not to be altered. 


One interesting question on which 


there is some speculation, is the de- 
gree to which one-cent postage will 
be affected by the operations of the 
new law. So far as the use of the 
postal card is dictated by convenience 
simply, the new rate will have no 
weight, but it is thought that many 
who use the card for economy will 
hereafter write under cover. It is 
also believed that in many cases cir- 
culars will go free at the extra rate 
in order to get more consideration. 


The Department has advised post- 


masters that the new envelopes will 
be ready for delivery on September 
1st, and the postage stamps on the 
15th of the month. Deliveries will 
be made on them on and after these 
dates, but none of the new stamps 
are to be sold until Oct. 1st, and if 
sold will not be accepted as postage.

The Power of China for War. 
The disclosure of the fact tba 


China has expended §5,000,000 ii 
the United States during the las* 
eighteen months, for arms and am 
munition, gives new significance to 
the declaration of Chinese Gordon 
the British General who accomplish 
ed such prodigies and received such 
honors twenty years ago when senf 
by Queen Victoria to assist the jfim 
peror of China in the suppression o: 
a rebellion which had raged for ten 
years. "The Chinese are sufficiently 
powerful to give France a good dea 
of trouble," he said six weeks ago 
adding that, "if the Chinese were 
educated they would be able to resist 
all the world." General Gordon gave 
no figures, but other persons with 
some familiarity with China have 
estimated the China army at 1,290,- 
000 men, of whom 700,000 are in the 
infantry, and 500,000 in the cavalry, 
the remaining 00,000 being artillery- 
men, marines, officers and reserves. 
The purchase of 240,000 Springfield 
rifles in this country since the begin- 
ning of 1882 indicates that this esti- 
mate may not be as much exaggera- 
ted as many have supposed. Gen- 
eral Gordon thinks France would 
have less difficulty in the work oi 
ionquering China were it possible to 
make an attack as Russia might, by 
land instead-of by water. 
A terrible 


struggle is inevitable if the negotia- 
tions for peace fail. 
And even iJ 


amicable relations are restored with 
France, a conflict with Japan—com- 
monly regarded as> only a question oi 
time—may soon give China a chance 
to test her power in war. If con- 
quered, the Flowery Kingdom would 
soon be opened to modern civiliza- 
tion, and perhaps defeat wouJd ulti- 
mately result better than victory for 
the Celestials.
